Jo us. if the Gettysburg National 
Park Commission, a branch of the 
Federal Government, snould be asked 
for data as to the cost of Telford road- 
ways, as fine roadways as are built, 
they could furnish the same showing 
that roadways of 30 feet have been 
built at $8000 a mile or with guttering, 
draluageway, etc at flO.WO and for a 
highway six times as wide, $50,000 to 
to $75,000 a mile would be a liberal 
estimate from actual work done by the 
government here. The cost of the 
whole roadway on this basis would be 
from three to five million, and in- 
cluding bridges, parking, etc. seven 
million ought to cover the outlay, in- 
stead of the big figures with which the 
architects try to frighten Congress.

architects to be highly commended 
but they should be built by those who 
will reap the benefit from them. The 
name of Lincoln should not be invoked 
as the entering wedge for a commer- 
cial undertaking, which will cost at a 
conservative estimate $34,000,090 and 
require $3,000,000 to maintain. Such 
a road would require a journey 100 
miles to view it—structure, monu- 
ments and buildings, costing hundred? 
of millions to others to make it im 
pressive. What would we have? Some 
thing without distinction or individu- 
ality—more a monument to others 
than to Lincoln." 


The architects go further and ask 


societies of architects to pass resolu- 
tions in favor of the memorial in 
Washington, to be conceived, planned 
and executed by architects at a liberal 
commission, and to oppose the build- 
Ing of a roadway and fearing such so- 
cieties would not be able to find rea- 
sons for such resolutions, they are 
handed two for their use. 


"1st. a roadway is not an individual 


or intimate expression of appreciation 
like a monumental structure and the 
Idea has been opposed by two expeit 
commissions and 2nd, a monumental 
roadway would cost upon engineers' 
estimate for similar park and roadway 
to Mount Vernon $34,000,000 and its 
annual maintenance upon the reports 
of the New York Hlchway Commission 
would cost about $3.000,000." 


Perhaps it Is no more than the ex- 


pected that architects intensely 'inter 
ested In the erection of a Washington 
memorial, which some of Its members 
would conceive and plan and upon 
which large commissions would be 
drawn, would make wild and absurd 
statements and they have forgotten 
history In their self interest to make 
arguments against the roadway. One 
rf the greatest memorials in the wni Id 
o-day is thf Appian Way, which imi-t 
be traveled several hundred miles to 
view 
Alone; this great highway whu h 


has stood for thousands of years and 
other Roman ways there were built 
villas and monumental memorials and 
in the passing of the centuries many 
of these memorials have been overture 
ed and covered «p and are dug up in

Veterans 
are justly proud of It and when eigh- 
teen months hence the fiftieth anni- 
versary of the battle of Gettysburg is 
celebrated, the great reunion and com- 
memoration will have a fitting setting 
in the military park which embraces 
the entire battlefield. 


But the national parks that are not 


battlefields and therefore lack the pro- 
tecting interests ot patriotic senti- 
ment and the oversight of old soldiers 
are apt to suffer from neglect 
The 


State of California ceded Yosemite to 
the nation under the impression that 
It would receive more liberal appro- 
priations and better supervision than 
the State had been able to give It. Af- 
ter several years' experience of na- 
tional control the State is asking to 
have Yosemite ceded back to it, on the 
ground that the National Government 
neglects the park aud that it is not 
kept up in a fitting and worthy fash- 
ion. 


National parks or public reci cation 


grounds have multiplied greatly in 
the last twenty years. Most of them 
are forest reserves which need con- 
stant watching to protect them from 
timber thieves aud forest fires. Some 
parks are to conseive great national 
curiosities and keep them available 
for public scrutiny and enjoyment 
There is merit and reason in having 
them undei a central control which 
can be held responsible for their well 
being. 


In a general way, the Secretary of 


the Interior has charge of these non- 
military parks, but his multifarious 
other duties permit him to pay little 
attention to them. The national parks 
are a valuable public possession for 
present enjoyment and for conserva- 
tion purposes, but that value is lost if 
thev are neglected, and experience sup- 
ports the Civic Association's plea for 
a_ federal Bureau of National Parks.
